RETAIL PRICE OF 
‘MILK CUT ONE 
CENT A QUART 


Second Reduction 


Made in Month. 


Announcement that the retail price 
of milk will be reduced 1 cent begin- 


‘ning this morning was made last night 
by officials of the milk distributing 
sompanies. 


The, action of the distributors fol- 
lows that of the producers, who an- 
nounced a reduction of 45 cents per 
100 pounds for the month of Decem- 
ber. The drop in the milk price is the 
second recorded in Chicago since Nov. 
1, when the cost at retail was reduced 
from 16 to 15 cents a quart. 

_ Tell of Reduction. 

The price to the retailers has been 

$3.05 per 100 pounds in the country. 


‘The reduction has brought it to $2.60. 


The distributing company officials de- 
clared that, although the reduction to 
them is less than that which they are 
giving the consumers, their action is 
in keeping with the trend of the times. 

“ Beginning Wednesday the price 
will be 14 cents a quart instead of 15,” 
said William B. Wanzer, secretary of 
the Chicago Milk Distributors’ asso- 
ciation. “No change has been made 
in the price of pint bottles or for 


cream.” 


Food experts said that the reduction 


‘of the milk price at this time of the 


year is unusual. The reason given, 
however, is that the product which has 
heretofore gone to the milk condens- 
ing concerns has been thrown on the 
market by the closing of the canning 
plants. 

Egg Prices Increase. 

No other reductions in the price of 
dairy products were recorded. Eggs 
took a decided upward slant and before 
the market closed the price to the 
wholesalers was 80 cents a dozen. More 
than 1,500 cases were received during 
the day, which will retail at more than 
$0 cents & dozen. 

Claims that retail on Christ- 
mas merchandise are fast assuming a 
pre-war levél were made yesterday by 
Chicago» department store officials. 
Pre-inventory sales were aiso an- 
nounced, Reductions in some lines 
average as much as 331-3 per cent, 
it was stated.

arate plan proposed by Morris & Co. 
The plan of Cudahy & Co. was taken 
under consideration by the department 
of justice for another week. 


To Make Final Request Dee. 14. 
Following the filing of the objections

notified the court that on Dec. 14 the 
department of justice would ask for 
the appointment of trustees to sell the

Plan of Trustee Selection. 

The trustees, who would report to 
the court every three months for in- 
struction, would be selected from 
groups of nominees suggested by the 
interstate commerce commission, other 
governmental agencies, and agricul- 
tural organizations, and by the packers 
themselves. All books and papers of 
the packers would be available to the 
trustees, including evidence of owner- 
ship by the packers’ families. Oppor- 
tunity to purchase the stock, suggest- 
ed the federal trade commission, 
should be given to interests entirely 
divorced from the packers and affili- 
ated interests, but particularly to local 
interests in stockyard management. 

The most emphatic objection of the 
attorney general was directed against 
the proposal of the packers to organize 
a holding company, known as the Chi- 
cago Stockyards Company of Maine, 
to take over the seven principal stock- 
yards of the country and operate them 
under a twenty year lease. He objected 
also to the connection of F. H. Prince 
& Co. of Boston with the plan and, 
asked for their virtual elimination from 
the program.

The president in replying today to 
the telegram from M. Paul Hymans, 
president of the council of the league, 
urging him to use his good offices in 
| the struggle between the’ Armenians 
Turkish nationalists,“ said he

President Wilson pointed out in his 
reply that he had no authority to em. 
i ploy the military forces of the United 
States in any project of relief of 
Armenia; that he could offer no finan. 
cial relief without authority of con- 
gress, which is not now in session, 
and that he could not forecast what 
congress might do. 

Tells of Senate Rejection. 


He pointed out that the senate of 
the United States had vieclined to ac- 
cept a mandate for Armenia but that 
“this country has repeatedly declared 
| its sglicitude for the fate and welfare 
‘of the Armenian people, and that he 
'was willing and anxious to do what- 
ever he could to relieve the tragiv 
situation in the oppressed country. 
| After calling attention to his limita- 
| tions in the matter; the president said. 

“tT am willing, however, upon assur- 
ances of the moral and diplomat'c 
support of the principal powers, and 

in a spirit of sympathetic respons- 
to the request of the council of the

offices and to proffer my personal 
mediation through a _ representative 
whom I may designate, to end the 
hostilities n being waged against 
the Armen people and to bring 
peace and accord to the contending 
parties, relying upon the council of the 
league of nations to suggest to me the 
avenues through «which my proffer 
should be conveyed and the Parties to 
whom it should be addressed.”

of the World,» were not even permitted 
to exercise the rights of citizenship 
in lands where they and their ances-’ 
tors had dwelt for generations. The 
great mass of the Jews were hampered 
in every way in their efforts to earn a 
livelihood. Far from desiring to gov- 
ern the world, they were content with 
the opportunity to live.” 

The address goes on_‘to iate that 
the distributors of the protocols are 
silent asi to who the elders of Zion 
were and where they lived. There 
had been various versions as to whence 
the protocols came. One Serge Nilus, 
a Russian supporter of czarism, claims 
to have received them in 1901 from

THE CHURC.:ES AND CRIME. 

Clergymen representing thirteen denorninations 
have taken up the crusade against organized crime 
after a straight from the shoulder appeal by Henry 
Barrett Chamberlin and Edwin W. Sims. of the 
crime commisaion. Mr. Chariberlin did well to 
emphasize the truth that crime is not a “ wave" 
but a business and that it cannot be successfully 
coped with by spasmodic efforts. Crime is ® going | 
concern and it should be met by an equally con 
tinuous efficiency on behalf of the agencies of law 
enforcement. Just now, after a deplorable siump 
in police efficiency, there is a change for the bet- 
ter. But we want to make that change permanent. 

To accomplish this we must have a public opin- 
ion which will not submit to the demoralization of 
fhe police, which will demand results and support 
efficient work. 

If the churchmen of the city will take upon 
themselves the energizing of public opinion so that 
the faithful official) will be protected from attack 
by the forces allied in politics with organized crime 
and so that it will become unprofitable and polit- 
ically dangerous for any administration, party, 
faction, or official to condone crime, they can do 
more perhaps than any other agency to bring the 
city to a proper level of law enforcement. We 
hope théy will interest thmselves in this phase of 
the problem, as well as in the preventive phase 
which is, of course, their special care as religious 
teachers and pastors of the flock.

THE MILITARY SALUTE AND ITS 
| ABUSE. 

When our citizenry sprang to arms there were a 
number of military requirements, major and minor, 
which fitted badly on the neck of democracy. 
Civilians hated some of the ceremonies, principally 
the salute. They did not understand the spirit and 
organization of an army, its mgorale, and processes | 
which founded-and maintained it. 

The salute, it was explained, comes down from 
old times, when one armored knight, meeting an- 
other, raised his visor to identify himself as a 
friend. it was a greeting which only fighting men 
could give and the soldier of inferior rank gave it | 
first to his superior, who returned it. 

Ranks are necessary in an army and forms are 


is a courtesy of morale when it proceeds from one 
fighting man to another and is returned. Non- 
fighting elements in the army infringed upon the | 
military prerogative and in the course of time the 
soldier found himself required to salute quarter- 
masters, ordnance officers, etc. 3 

In the late war our administration crowded the 
men still harder and demanded that they salute 
Rea Cross and Y. M. C. A. workers. Now the *e- 
vised regulations require them to salute the women 
nurses. This gets the soldier in two ways. It inti- 
fnates that he has not been showing the courtesy 
he always has shown the nurses by raising his hat 
to them. And it extends compulsion in a form 
which has been regarded as the peculiar salute of 
men equally brave and different only in military 
rank. ‘ 

The new requirement gives a socia] caste aspect 
to a form which was purely military. Is the pres- 
ent administration of the war department so paci- 
fist that it intends to make the army odious to the 
soldiers? It may be the purpose to make the 
doughboy hate himself. The nurses have won and 
had respect. The soldiers who were in the war 
know too well what they owed to them. The regu- 
lation may diminish and cannot increase respect 
and it makes the soldier weary by increasing the 
official caste above him. 

Americans do not like it and if they continue to 
dislike it the United States never will have an ade- 
quate army, which may be the policy in Washing. 
ton.

The above is not a fish and game law 
but a general atatute designed to pro 
tect drivers, pedestrians, and live stock 
along public highways from “high 
grass” hunters, many of whom, it must 
be admitted, are inclined to shoot first 
and look afterwards. 

Such a law was found necessary due 


to the recklessness of hunters, and 
most states have similar restrictions. 
The Illinois fish and game laws also 
prohibit shooting from automobiles and 
shooting with the aid of headlights or 
spotlightg, This law was made to pro 
tect rabbits from night hunters. In 
the glare of a strong light bunny will sit 
and logk, offering the hunter an easy 
pot shot, and meat hunters were quick 
to take advantage of the fact. 


It’s the fool things that people do 
that make laws necessary, and this 
applies especially to game laws. A cer- 
tain type of folks lose all sense of right 
an ng and responsibility when they 
get &@ gun in their hands, and all hunt- 
ers suffer for the lawlessness of these 
few.

Savory Onions. 


An onion preachment is frequently 
in order, not only because an onion 
a day keeps the doctor away, but be- 
cause the majority of masculine hu- 
manity rejoice in this esculent. An 
onion as purchased has almost 80 per 
cent water and considerable sugar. 
To prepare it by dissolving this sugar 


in several waters, which are thrown 
away, is a great mistake. 


, To dilute that precious water of the 
onion is even a greater mistake. A 
boiled onion that has been through 
two or three waters is usually a gray 
onion, and save for its bulk it yields 
little or none of the elements which 
might keep the doctor away. They 
have been laundried out. 


will use it fresh peeled for seasonings, 
savory seasonings for stews, and many 
sauces and fried preparations. 


But suppose that instead of using 
the onion for seasoning we set about 
seasoning it—with meat stock and 
sweet fats, even butter, and carrots 
and celery and green pepper. In cook- 
ing a considerable number of onions 
with meat “en casserole,” we do just 
this thing; but we can spare the meat 
entirely if we have some fat, and for 
the fat we may use salt pork, 

For a dozen anions use one carrot 
eut in thin slices and these cut in 
strips, one green pepper in thin strips, 
some celery tops, and some celery cut 
fine. Put some fat in the bottom of 
a Dutch oven, butter or salt pork tried 
out, add the seasonings and the onions, 
and cover with meat stock, or if salt 
pork is used, plain water can replace 
ithe meat stock. Add a teaspoon of 
sugar. Cook gently until onions are
